In an age of spectacular advances in medical science, 
marked by daring organ transplants and the develop¬ 
ment of artificial organs, there is a growing concern 
for the human aspect of medicine. Physicians and lay¬ 
men alike have worried that, as medicine becomes 
more scientific, it also becomes less humane and that 
scientific physicians are too detached and impersonal ^ 
in their care of patients.

Behind the slogans of chanting students and the 
arguments of their parents over reform versus 
suppression there is a long-standing debate, still 
unresolved, concerning governance of univer¬ 
sities. Using the University of California, espe¬ 
cially at Berkeley, as a historical case study, the 
author traces the origins of traditional student 
government and administrative paternalism.
